I  he  White  House  spokesman's 
release  points  out  clearly  that  the 
president  will  not  intervene  in  the 
Argentine  dispute  and  that  he  "does 
not  contemplate  formal  diplomatic- 
relations  with  the  Vatican."

000.  In  1900  they  numbered 
over  5,000,000.  In  1954,  17,000,-

But  size  and  power  can  be¬ 
long  to  God,  man,  or  devil.

Treasurer  Everett  1.  Deane 
reported  that  as  of  June  30  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  had 
available  lor  relief  appropria¬ 
tion  a  balance  of  only  $7,932  98 
Southern  Baptists  gave  $21,712 
for  world  rt-lief  during  the  first 
six  months  ol  1955,  an  amount 
considerably  less  than  that  giv¬ 
en  for  the  same  period  last 
year.

We  had  free 
time  allotted  us  on  radio  and 
television,  wonderful  space  in 
the  newspapers,  reduced  rental 
for  spacy  in  the  vehicles  ol  the 
Baltimore  Transit  Company,  and 
500  taxicabs  carried  the  bumper 
sign  "Baptist  Revivals"  during 
the.  two  weeks.  Each  year  since 
the  first  crusade  we  have  found 
increasing  willingness  on  the 
part  of  the  above  mentioned 
avenues  of  publicity  to  give  us 
full  cooperation.
